There was a 
greater loss this year than last) 
year, Mr. MacKenzie pointed out, 
due in the main to higher costs of} 
wages, coal, and power, and lower) 
income from the carnival and from | 
their share of the gate at the junior 
hockey games. The overall deficit, | 
Mr. Mackenzie showed was $308. 

Considerable discussion ensued | 
over the matter of sports, which 
the town is expected to maintain. 
Skating and swimming come in this 
category in the main, and as one} 
councillor pointed out, the two con- 
stitute a heavy burden to the tax-! 
payers. No suggestion was made 
that the Town might have operated 
more cheaply than the Community 
Council, in fact doubt was express- 
ed over this, but the councillor 
showed where nearly $1,000 would 
have to be budgetted for these two} 
items, and felt that some way of| 
raising the money, other than from | 
the ratepayers, was to be preferred. | 

A motion to contribute $300 to 
the Community Council’s deficit was | 
passed, and further study is likely | 
to be given the matter. 

The Town Policeman was present 
with regard to his instructions 
earlier concerning clearing of fire 
lanes. In this connection Mr. : 


reported, he had found 14 obstruc- 
tions through the lanes, and won- 
dered whether every offender were 
to be prosecuted. Following a shot 
discussion, Council felt that every- 
one knew lanes should not be block- 
ed and that each shouid be given 
a short time to move the obstrue 
tion, or be prosecuted on their fail- 
ure to do so. 

Several other mutters were dis- 
cussed with the policeman, includ- 
ing bis hours, his routine, and the 
manner of his reporting. In ad- 
dition, it was stated definitely that 
his orders are to come only from 
the committee appointed for that 
purpose. 

Action will be taken, if possible, 
to eliminate the chances of flood- 
ing in two locations where the 
water runs each spring to the low- 
est area. A possibility exists that 
the bottom level is ice, which would 
be hard to move, but channels may 
still be opened up to handle the 
run-off. 

Garden lots and applications will 
be handled at the next meeting, it 
was agreed. 

Correspondence inquiring for a 
license for a shoe repairing business 
was received, and providing build- 
ing and equipment standards were 
satisfactory, Council agreed it had 
no objection. Correspondence was 
also received in connection with a 
tinsmith and plumber, and a some- 
what similar answer was sent in 
this instance, Opinion was express- 
ed that the Town might inquire into} 
the possibilities of receiving better) 
dental service locally. 

Councillor Palardy tendered his 
resignation at the meeting, owing 
to his failure to met qualifications 
since his moving from the town,| 


and it was accepted with regret. | 
Councillor Palardy’s term extends 
for one year only, and an election 
will be held to fill the vacancy for} 
that period. Nomination day for this 
purpose is the 19th of April, while 
elections will be held on the 26th 
of April. 

Considerable feeling was voiced 
over the indifference of citizens in 
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clearing sidewalks, and one council- 
lor even expressed himself in favor 
of building future sidewalks in sec-| 
tions. In the event that household- 
ers declined to clear them, he sug- 
gested, the sections might be moved | 
elsewhere, and replaced with the 
old wooden ones. 

A suggestion was also made that 
streets would present a terrible | 
mess when the thaw comes, and ar- 
rangements will be made to block| 
certain streets, and direct all trat- 
fic down the remainder, in order} 
that not all streets would be torn 
up. |

Unrepresented Majorities 


For a good long space in politica: 
history we have been seeking means 
py which minorities might be repre 
sent din government, It has been 
acknowledged weakness in the 
democratic system that except in 
cases where there is an overwheti- 
ing majcrity, a large portion of the 
public is without actual represent- 
ation in the governing body. “So far 
is the preponderating opinion is one 
the execution of wh..u the minority 
would resist by rorce if it could do.so 
successfully, the government is Dis 
ed on force..... in order that It 
may be public (opinion) the opinion 
must be such that, while the appar 
ent minority may not share it, they 
feel bound by conviction, not Dy 
fear, to accept it.” 

The above two comments on ma- 
iority opinion as it @perates in a 

emocracy are quoted for a reason. 
It is that, in direct opposition to the 
generally accepted concept of ma- 
jority opinion to which we have be- 
come accustomed we see today a 
rapidly grow ing part of the world 
in which rule is accomplished by a 
minority and the vast majority of 
votes which could, and in many 
cases would be cast against the rul- 
ing party, are relegated to an un 
represented majority by the simple) 
expedient of recognizing only on: 
party for which votes may be cast. 

In order to uphold such a system 


the 


government must be based on’! 


force, and in every country where it 
operates or has operated it is based 
on forge. It pre-supposes a police 
forca and an army at the command 
of the j;arty in power. It opposes 
the presence or possibility of any 
other. party. It is rule of the abso- 
lute. 

But in all the diseussions about 
totalitarian states it seems to be 
forgotten that the most powerful 
Weapon at the hand of the democ- 
racies if they really mean business 
is just unrepresented majorities. 
Every addition to the train vu. 
Jtussian satellites has been securea 
by the infiltration of a small num- 
ber of selected men into the gov- 
ernment of the coantry and tke 


‘securing of the means of force by 


which they may be kept there. 

In every one of (iiose countries 
there is a great unheard majority 
of the peopie waitin for leadership 
whereby they may take back the 
rights of which they have been de- 
prived. It is just as true today as it 
was all through the war when the 
undergro nd fovght a winning battle 
against those same forces until the 
day of liberation arrived. The dem- 
ocracies Would do well to remember 
this in time and to unite themselves 
and each other into a force whose 
leadership could command respect 
and confidence against the day 
when it will be badly needed.

Where there is not too much risk 
of producing a satisfactory crop of 
flax by seeding it alone it is pre-| 
ferable to seed it that way. Under 
favourable conditions flax can be 
expected to yield approximately half 
as many bushels per acre as would 
be obtained from wheat. 

A mixture of wheat and flax is 
likely to prove successful only in 
the parts of the province where a 
favourable moisture supply is usual 
ly received. Experiments have been 
conducted at the Lethbridge  Ex- 


over a period of five years in seed- 
ing wheat and flax in different com- 
binations. From results obtained a 
mixture of half a bushel of wheat 
and half a bushel of flax per acre 
appears to be a satisfactory combin- | 
ation. 

When deciding to grow wheat and 
flax in combination the time of ma- 
turing of the varieties used is im- 
portant.. Marquis wheat and Bison 
flax mature at the same time ana 
can, therefore, be used together, but 
if an earlier variety such as Red 
Bobs 222 or Thatcher chosen, 
then an earlier variety of flax, such 
as Red Wing, should also be chos- | 
en. 

From observations made through- 
out the district as well as at the 
Experimental Station it appears | 
more advisable to seed flax alone 
than in combination.

Fa armers Column 


A few facts have come to my at- 
tention, and | feel obliged to discuss 
them with you. They will be of a 
rambling nature and will cover sev- 
eral subjects. Therefore, each 
should be read and evaluated. 

The first is about a picture I 
have in the office titled, “Stop Soil 
Erosion.” This picture illustrates 
the effect of soil erosion 
ples of wheat taken on the same day 
on the same strip of land in 1947. 
The one sample of wheat is 35 in- 
ches in height, and the second is 
only 20 inches high. Studying the 
soil on that part slightly 
we find the soil where the tallest 
sample was grown has an analysis 
of: 

Total nitrogen 

Total phosphorous

deep.) The soil where the second 
sample was grown where it was 
badly eroded gives an analysis of: 

Total nitrogen 

Decrease of 51.1% 

Total phosphorous — 

Decrease of 16.3% 
Easily soluble phosphorus .23 p.p.m. 

Decrease 52.9% or (66 Ibs. per 
acre 6 inches deep.) 

This would account to a large ex- 
tent why many of our knolls and 
steep hills produce less per acre 
than the level land and valleys. It 
is possible that many of these hills 
have been eroded by both wind and 
water, even without our knowledge 
of it. This erosion could have taken 
place when the soil was being built 
hundreds of thousands of years ago. 
Come in and see this picture and 
study it. I am quite satisfied that a 
lesson on soil erosion can be learn- 
ed. 

We can stop soil erosion without 
upsetting our economic welfare, but 
we will not be building our soil or 
adding the needed fiber or humus. 
How can we stop erosion? 

A. Keep soil covered with a trash. 

B. In a loam soil, plow deeply to 
get lumps. 

C. List 
fields. 

D. Cover crops seeded about Aug- 
ust 1. 

Practicing A, B, C, and D will give 
you a 95% control.

and that they can be recommended 
to thin infestations of perennial 
weeds if such weeds are worked in 
the fall. If you are going to blade 
weed, do so soon after a rain rather 
than allow the land to dry too much. 
Weeds growing will dry the lana 
extensively and to great depths. 
Blading after rain gives better weed 
control than before a rain. If the 
land is dry when bladed, large 
lumps are often thrown up permit- 
ting many small weeds to survive. 
A light discing before or after till- 
ing is a good practice. 

We have complained about our 
snow, but it is believed that with- 
out this snow covering, many of our 
fields would have blown this spring. 
The Lethbridge area farmers have | 
had to do some winter farming, that | 
is, they have had to “list” during a 
chinook to prevent soil blowing. 

A common practice on soils that 
are blowing is to spring plow and 
seed immediately__perhaps plow 
and pony drill these fields. To pre- 
vent fields drifting after seeding. 
use the duckfoot. Several experi- | 
ments have been successfully com- 
pleted and it is shown that a duck- | 
foot cultivator foot has been placea 
on the seed drill replacing the! 
single or double disc.

GOOD SEED PAYS 
GOOD DIVIDENDS 


Every bushel of seed that is put 
into the soil may be 
as an investment. The crop returns 
will determine the soundness of 
such an The 
good seed is a factor entirely in the 
hands of the farmer and as strong, 
vigorous plants are naturally better 
able to withstand the possibility of 
a poor season, the use of any seed 
but the best is a gamble. 

With modern seed cleaning equip- 
ment there is little excuse for us- 
ing seed that is ungraded or con- 
tains weed seeds. Seed that does 
not germinate well may also be 
considered a hazard in crop produe- 
tion and should be looked upon with 
suspicion 

The choice of a 
well suited to soil, climate, and 
is disease-resistant, is a very im- 
portant factor in obtaining max- 
imum yields. New varieties often 
make it difficult to decide which 
is best for specific conditions.

LEDUC SAVES DOLLARS_ 

Increasing potentialities of Alp- 
erta‘'s Leduc oilfield is causing some 
pretty broad revision in economie 
thinking in Canada, reports the 
Financial Post. On the annivrsary 
of its first birthday the field is 
producing 5,000 barrels of crude 
oil a day with wells operating under 
tight control. At the projected rate 
of drilling, the field will likely be 
producing 20,000 to 25,000 barrels a 
day by the end of this year. By 1950 
this might easily be upped to 50,000 
barrels. 

This is going to make a big dent 
in Canada's current $200 million a 
year payment in U.S. dollars for 
crude oil imports-it could mean a 
$75 million saving by 1950,not count- 
ing the saving on other imported 
refined petroleum products and 
freight charges. It could mean also 
that Alberta will bo supplying the 
current 50,000-55,000 barrels a aay 
demand of the prarie provinces by 
late 1950 or early 1951.

Irrigation expansion in Alberta 
should be speeded up rather than, 
delayed, L. D. Nesbitt, supervisor 
of public relations for the Alberta 
Wheat Pool stated when he ad- 
dressed a meeting of the Y's Men's 
Club of the Y.M.C.A. last week on 
the importance of Alberta's irriga- 
tion progeam 

He said that irrigation prcevides 
an insurance against crop failure, | 
and a stea¢y year in and year out| 
production ef a substantial vaine 
of new weelth Its worth to the} 
province wid to the nation more 
than counter-balances ‘ts original 
cost. 

Dealing with the development of 
irrigation on the North American 
continent, Mr. Nesbitt said that: 

The United States, our great 
neighbor to the south, has now a 
population of over 143 million 
people, an inerease of some 12 
million since 1941, Recently the 
government of that country has 
shown a disposition to permit a 
freer inflow of food products from 
Canada, 

Prospects are that products from 
Western Canada farms, and partic- 
ularly meat, poultry and dairy pro- 
ducts, will find an enlarging and 
profitable market in the United 
States. Irrigated districts special- 
ize in such production. 

Alberta is fortunate in 
Rocky Mountains form its western 
boundary. The people of this prov-

ince have first opportunity in utiliz- 
ing the flow of the rivers eastward 
from the mountains. This is a factor 
of great importance. 

At the present time there is a 
proposal underway to dam_ the
